For Gulf-to-Sea Canal ARMS THIEF HELD 


T. Guy Woolford Heads Group of Georgians 
and Floridans Requesting Public 
Works Money.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—An 
amended application was filed with 
the national public works administra- 
tion today by T. Guy Woolford, of At- 
lanta, as chairman of. the Atlantic 
ocean to the Gulf of Mexico canal 
commission, asking for a _ loan of 
$125,000,000 to build a ship canal 
across lower Georgia and the upper 
Florida peninsula. 

Previously Mr. Woolford and his 
associates on the commission had pro- 
posed only a barbe canal costing $49,- 
000,000. 

The decision to seek the larger proj- 
ect was reached after a conference 
with President Roosevelt held at the 
time a delegation from Georgia came 
to Washington recently to present the 
original barge canal petition. Mr. 
Roosevelt himself is said to have sug- 
gested amending the application. 

At the same time the commission 
revised its engineering plans for the 
mroject giving the proposed canal a 
terminus on the Gulf of Mexico some 
10 or 15 miles below St. Marks, Fla., 
whereas the barge canal would have 
touched the gulf farther north. The 
St. Mary’s river, forming a part of 
the boundary line between Georgia 
and Florida, was retained as the At- 
lantie terminus. 

Designed to save shipping upwards 
of 500 miles passage around the Flori- 
da keys, the ship canal would have a 
depth of 38 feet, sufficient to accom- 
modate regular ocean vessels. 

Mr. Woolford, who has been urging 
the project for a number of years,

President Roosevelt is known to 
have expressed a keen interest in the 
Atlantic to the gulf canal and is re- 
ported to have gone so far as to prom- 
ise its adoption provided a survey now 
being undertaken by the army engi- 
neers pronounces the project feasible 
from an ecorfomic standpoint. Al- 


| ready the engineers have reported on 


its physical practicability. The eco- 


nomic survey will be ready within a) 


few months at the latest, it is as- 
serted. 

Several routes have been suggested 
for the canal and it is understood thut 
civic organizations from Florida have 
prepared briefs for presentation to the 
public works administration urging 
that it adopt an all-Florida course if 
the project is finally approved. Ad- 
vocates of the St. Mary’s and St. 
Marks route are ‘prepared to show, 
however, that their project would cost 
upwards of $20,000,000 less than any 
Florida route proposed. 

In filing an amended application, 
Mr- Woolford laid before officials to- 
day an elaborate series of charts pre- 
pared by the engineering firm of W. 
S. Lee, of Charlotte, N. C., who has 
been retained by the commission to 
present technical details. 

Later it is proposed to ask for a 
formal hearing on the application aft- 
er officials have had an opportunity 
to give it preliminary consideration.

bed the Bank of Brewton of $7,000 
today, and also as a fugitive sought

The man ran into a trap laid by |

Officers recovered all but $300 of 
the loot by retracing Elmore’s trail. 
They also recovered a machine gun 
which they said was stolen from the 
University of Georgia several weeks 
ago. 

Elmore said he is 31 and an avia- 
tor. Police at Americus said he had 
an airplane at Miami. 

At time of the university theft, 
when arms and ammunition were 
stolen, it was reported that the 
equipment was taken for sale to Cu- 
ban rebels. Three youths were ar- 
rested for the university robbery, but 
a fourth eacaped. 

The Bank of Brewton was robbed 
today by a bandit who covered the 
cashier—J. B. Herndon—with a ma- 
chine gun and forced him to pack 
$7,000 to a waiting automobile. The 
cashier was kidnaped and taken two 
miles out of town, where the bandit 
released him. 

The car was found later ahd of-| 
ficers surrounded it. Elmore came | 
to the car tonight and was captured | 
without violence. 

Elmore formerly lived in Ameri- 
cus. His wife and two children have 
been in North Carolina and were re- |

Federal Powers for Police 


Of Nation Urged Before Bar 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Aug. 30.¢the president—Clarence E. Martin— 


(P)—A revolutionary plan to unite 
the nation’s police forces into one huge 
army crusading against crime with the 


| backing of the national guard and the 


regular army was placed before the 
American Bar Association today by 
the man in charge of the government's 
war on rackets and kidnaping—Assis- 
tant Attorney General Pat Malloy. 

The suggestion from the official 
high in the Washington administra- 
tion shouldered interest in the organ- 
ization’s official attitude toward the 
national recovery program out of the 
picture. Comment ranged from pro- 
tets that the project would be impos- 
sible to tentative expressions of belief 
that it might work. 

Federal Commissions. 

The far-reaching proposal, which 
contemplated the arming of every law 
euforcement officer in the nation— 
sheriffs, policemen and all—with fed- 
eral commissions, came a short time 
after the association’s president had 
opened the annual convention with a 
declaration that federal laws are en- 


4 croaching on the rights of states. But 


also had warned that the crime situ- 
ation is getting out of hand and de- 
clared that “candor compels the ad- 
mission that America is a crime breed- 
ing and criminal protecting nation.” 

Martin also had said that, in the 
absence of court decisions, the associa- 
tion should support the recovery pro- 
gram as a temporary expedient. He 
had no immediate comment on Mal- 
loy’s proposal to put the national gov- 
ernment above the states in law en- 
forcement. , 

Malloy said the plan was his own, 
but had the endorsement of Attorney 
General Homeg S. Cummings. 

Speaking in crisp sentences, Malloy 
declared that “we are facing a crisis 
in dealing with the problems of the 
racketeer and kidnaper.”

The total vote for wet and dry del- 
egates late today with 2,079 precincts 
out of 2.682 reporting, was 340,310 
for repeal and 141,857 against. 

The state voted by legislative dis- 
tricts, so the statewide vote was only 
an indication of sentiment, but the 
wets apparently elected their delegates 
to the constitutional convention Oc- 
tober 3 in every district but two, the 
ninth and tenth, composed of four 
agricultural counties, Whitman, Aso- 
tin, Garfield and Columbia, in east- 
ern Washington. 

H, C. Herbsman, director 
wet campaign in Washington, said 
“nothing can stop repeal now. The 
drys had the advantage because we 
elected by legislative districts, and 
they were snowed under. The drys’ 
forlorn hope was that Washington 
would stop the parade of states to- 
ward repeal, and their hope was 
blasted.” 

Postmaster General James A. Fare 
ley announced from the national cap- 
ital that the vote of Washington, long 
regarded as “one of the outstanding 
bone-dry states,” now the twenty- 
fourth to vote repeal, makes certain 
his prediction that prohibition will 
be abolished “before the end of the 
year.” 

By November 7, 37 states will have 
voted on repeal. The repealists need 
only 12 more states to win; the drys 
need 13 to block repeal. 

It was the first special statewide 
election Washington has held since it 
became a state.

Under the regulations promul- 
gated by the president, such pre- 
sumption was eliminated as proof 
of the justice of a veteran’s claim 
for aid, but, in order that any in- 
justice to a deserving ex-soldier 
Should be guarded against, special 
boards of reviews for each state 
were established. 


The special instructions to these | 


boards point out that while their 
findings ‘“‘must not be based on 
speculation or purely sympathetic 
grounds, but must be based on evi- 
dence of record, it should be borne 
in mind that all reasonable doubt is 
to be resolved in favor of the 
veteran and the burden of proof is 
on the government.” 

In a final message to the boards, 
General Hines, administrator of 
veterans’ affairs, forcefully stresses 
the desire of the government that 
every worthy veteran be 
the fullest extent, but warns that 
this will not be possible if those 
not entitled pensions 
tinued on the rolls. In 
nection, he says: 

I believe that the roll of veterans 
in receipt of pension for disabilities 
incurred in the active military or 
naval service should be an honor roll 
and that no man

ROOSEVELT PRESTIGE WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—An im-

His report sounds as if it were written by a democratic publicity 
man. 
It says Roosevelt is as popular with his supporters as Gandhi 
with his. He pictures the president as commanding the same sin- 
cere loyalty as a religious prophet. 


DETAILS This scout pictured the voters—the body politic— 
as being on a train, not knowing exactly where they 
are going, but cheering like *thunder for the enginéer. 

The demand for inflation; he thought, was growing weaker.

The answers were unanimously pessimistic. The NRA program 
was said to be moving with elephantine slowness.

A third investigation of the same subject was undertaken in 
Washington. The leading financial journal of New York sent its 
columnist here. The idea was to get a fresh close-up of the re- 
covery machinery, from a favorable standpoint if possible. 

This columnist spent five days interviewing people outside the 
prejudiced administration circles. He was unable to find cne en- 


thusiastically optimistic about the NRA. 
SUMMARY The real answer does not lie in any one of the 
| three investigations but in a composite of all. If 
you fit the pieces together you will get a more accurate picture 
than they spent thousands of dollars for. 
The first report deals with psychology, not statistics. 
be a little over-enthusiastic, but not materially so. 

The second is tainted with the fact that the investigators are 
thinking in terms of selling stocks and bonds. ‘Their pessimism 
in that respect is probably justified; but they have muffed the 
factor of popular psychology. 

The third shows Washington opinion does not always accurately 
reflect the view of the country. Just as no man is a hero to his 
valet, no administration is heroic to those who see it close-up.

Already 600.000 visitors have 
swarmed into the city. The number 
was expected to be swelled by Sun- 
day, the final day, to 1,000,000. 

_ Faced By Flags. 

The vistors, emerging from the rail¢ 
way station, were faced by a forest 
of flags; houses garlanded and tram- 
ways decorated with pennants and 
streamers, Banners reading “Heil Hit- 
ler” were stretched across the narrow 
winding streets. Thousands of uni- 
formed brown shirted storm troopers 
bustled to and fro. 

For hours before the welcoming ex- 
ervises by the city fathers, curious 
crowds lined the streets and endless 
cheers reverberated as Hitler and oth- 
er party leaders slowly proceeded from

A fanfare of trumpets announced 
the chancellor's entry.

Lord Mayor Liebell, welcoming the 
party chieftains, declared, “We no 
longer live in a reich of dishonor, but 
in a new Germany.”

The little skinks tbat first saw 
the light of day this summer are now 
in their most resplendent colors. The 
immature auimals are the most color- 
ful of our lizards, and the adults are 
about as nonochromatic as lizards ever 
get.

NRA SCALE OF WAGES 
CLOSES 9 SAW MILLS 


WEST POINT, Aug. 30.—Nine lo- 
‘eal mills were closed down Wednes- 
day, pending a satisfactory code from 
General Hugh 8S. J. Johnson of the 


NRA under which saw mills and 
contractors can afford to operate. 

The saw mill owners have been 
paying their hands 50 to 60 cents a 
day, working about 15 hours, and 
giving them board and lodging. The 
code requires they pay 23 cents an 
hour, working them eight hours a 
day. Against this they are allowed to 
charge them for their board. 

Contractors do not think they can 
pay the advanced lumber cost this 
will necessitate and saw mill opera- 
tors feel they cannot continue to 
operate without a market for their 
product. 

The Southern Pine association, with 
headquarters in New Orleans, has 
called a meeting of local saw mill 
men and contractors in Columbus for 
Tuesday, September 5. It is hoped 
some plan may be agreed upon at 
this meeting to present to General 
Johnson which will be acceptable to 
the NRA. 

The nine mills closed involve about 
175 saw mill hands, now without em- 
ployment.

LAWYERS IN CLASH 


State Questions Indicate 
Rebuttal Attack on De- 
fense Alibi Claim. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Aug. 30.—(4)— 
The routine heckling between counsel 
on the ninth day of the trial of Aus- 
tin Westberry for the Browning mur- 
ders was broken by a dramatic legal 
clash as the afternoon session drew 
to a close. 

Steve Rozier, of Manatee, Fla., was 
on the stand for the defense and testi- 
fied that on Thursday, August 21, 
Austin Westberry, the defendant was 
at his house in Manatee at 12:45 
o'clock. Rozier fixed the date because 
his two-year-old -child was .operated 
on the previous day and died on the 
night of August 20 and was buried on 
the 21st. 

On cross-examination Rozier was 
asked by Ed Stevens for the state, 
“Do you know that Dr. Duffie filed 
a death certificate with the bureau 
of vital statistics, showing that the 
child died on the 19th of August and 
was buried on the 20th?” Rozier said 
he did not know it. 

J. D. Holton was sworn for the de- 
fense and stified that he lived 
around the street corner from Rozier, 
and he knew of the death of the 
child. He testified that at noon August 
21 he passed Rozier’s heuse and saw 
Austin Westberry standing on the 
steps of Rozier’s house. 

Stevens asked Holton if he “knew 
that the doctor had filed a death cer- 
tificate stating that the child died 
on the 19th of August and was 
buried on the 20th?’ Holton said he 
did not know it. 

J. B. Copeland, for defense, ad- 
dressed the court saying if the state 
has such a certificate in its possession 
it should be offered at this time. Ste- 
vens replied that he had not said he 
had such a certificate, and if he had 
he would not tender it. 

Wileox, for the defense, joined 
Copeland in demanding that the state 
tender the certificate, asking the 
court to order the state counsel to 
exhibit the paper at once, that they 
might have proper notice. 

Stevens sat down and folded his 
arms replying that he would not ten- 
der the paper

FREE PORT STATUS 


Move Launched Contem- 
plates Great Advantage 
to Georgia Coast City. 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., Aug. 30.—(#) 
Creation of a free port at Brunswick, 


placing this seacoast city in the same 
Ger- 
many; Oslo, Norway, and Rotterdam, 
Holland, is sought by a commission 
established by the municipal council. 

The commissioners, City Manager 
R. Torras, Colonel T. L. Huston and 
J. L. Andrews, have proceeded with 
drafting licies patterned after the 
port of Hamburg. regarded by many 
as the outstanding free port of the 
world. 

Should authority be granted, Bruns- 

wick would become a port of importa- 
tion for all nations which could store 
their cargoes in terminal warehouses 
without paying custom duties pending 
their final disposal. 
- Should the shippers in foreign coun- 
tries decide to dispose of the cargoes 
in the United States at market prices, 
custom duties would then be paid, ad- 
vocates of the free port said. 

However, should the shippers de- 
cide to exchange their cargoes here 
for goods of other nations, the ex- 
change would be exempt from custom 
duties. A nominal port charge would 
be assessed as revenue for the city. 

Pointing to the advantages of % 
free port, proponents said foreign 
manufacturers and shippers, dissatis- 
fied with prevailing market prices in 
this country, could store cargoes until 
the trend swung upward. 

The plan advanced by the city coun- 
cil contemplates the erection of in- 
dustrial warehouses and_ terminal 
facilities capable of huge storage. 

The commissioners point to this 
port as a strategic point because of 
its relative proximity to South Ameri- 
can and Central American countries 
as well as Cuba. 

Another thing they cited was the 
proposed Atlantic-Gulf canal across 
southern Georgia and northern 
Florida. If that project is fulfilled, 
the Atlantic terminus would be only 
a few miles south of Brunswick 
waters, 

Brunswick is the terminus of three 
railroads, the Southern, Atlantic Coast 
Line and the Atlanta, Birmingham

Notrump Takeouts of Opening suit 
bids when only sufficient to overcall 
may show hands containing no more 
than the equivalent of an Ace and a 
Queen in honor cards. Such Take- 
outs, however, usually imply some sort 
of a fit with partner's holding, and, 
except in rare instances, when no 
other bid is available, a negative no- 
trump (i. e. a bid of notrump oniy 
sufficient to Overcall) should not he 
made when void of partner's suit or 
holding only a singleton in it. 

Some players are inclined to abuse 
this bid and to make it on honor hold- 
ings as weak as two Queens or pos- 
sibly even a Queen and a Knave in 
different suits. This use of the no- 
trump response is ordinarily the sheer- 
est folly and results more often than 
not in the reaching of an unmakable 
contract, usually doubled. 

In the Culbertson System the bed- 
rock minimum for a notrump response 
to any Opening suit bid of one is, 
as stated above, the equivalent of an 
Ace and a Queen. This minimum re- 
quirement gives to the Opening Hand 
a solid foundation upon which he may 
safely build the later superstructure 
of the bidding. With hands of less 
honor strength, provided adequate 
trump support is held, a single Raise 
should be given in partner's bid suit. 

The effect of either of these mini- 
‘mum bids is to give the Opening 
Hand, which may be very strong and 
may have further information to con- 
‘vey, another opportunity to eall and 
perhaps discover a distributional fit 
_in some other suit, or if the hand’ is 
(‘of near two-bid proportions in honor

When a response of one notrump 
| is made to an Opening bid, the Open- 
ing Hand knows that tle hand has 
yrertain definite limitations. He knows 
‘that the honor-trick strength of the 
hand, though not less than the equiva- 
lent of an Ace and Queen as a mini- 
mum, is not more than 2-plus honor 
tricks as a maximum. In addition, he 
is reasonably certain that the distri- 
bution’ is balanced—probably either 
3-3-3-4 or 2-3-4-4 (which implies some 
sort of fit with the bid suit). 

For example, assuming that the 
Opening bid is one heart and that Re- 
sponding Hand holds: 

Spades A 10 42 

Hearts JZ 

Diamonds Q8 6 

Clubs 10 7 5 
the correct response is one notrump. 
However, if the Responding Hand 
should be 

Spades A1043 

Hearts 7 

Diamonds Q 8 6 2 

Clubs J 1075 
then the response to the bid of one 
heart should be one spade, although 
the honor strength in the spade suit 
is greatly shaded. 

With a singleton in partner’s suit 
the negative notrump should be avoid- 
ed whenever possible. 

A second message that is ordinarily 
conveyed by the minimum notrump re- 
sponse to an Opening bid is the fact 
that the Responding Hand lacks a 
biddable suit. The Approach princi- 
ple requires that, whenever possible, a 
biddable suit should be preferred in 
responding to an Opening bid as well 
as in the making of it. There is one 
exception to this rule which applies 
when a bid of two-odd is required to 
take out the Opening bid. In such 
cases the negative notrump response 
should be preferred if the hand con- 
tains only 1 plus honor tricks and 
no better than a five-card suit.

Adventure and romance were found 
this summer by Ward DuVall, 19- 
year-old Darlington school student, 
in a bicycle tour to “see America 
first.”
